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CUADOR GIVES 
RESIDENT'S JUD 
O AROSEMENA 
AFTER AIR RAID 


Show of Force Leads 
Gallegos to Drop His 
Claim and Permit 
Promotion of Vice 
President. 


QUITO, Nov. 9 (AP) — Leftist 
Vice President Carlos Julio 
Arosemena was sworn in as 
Ecuador’s new President today, 
ending four weeks of political 
violence climaxed by an Air 
Force jet raid on Quito 

Arosemena was cheered by 
crowds massed along the streets 
as he walked from the legisla- 
tive building to the presidential 
palace and swore ‘“‘to obey the 
constitution and the laws of the 
Republic of Ecuador.”’ 


By right of constitutional suc- 
cession, Arosemena succeeded 
President Jose Maria Velasco 
Ibarra, whose 14-month-old gov- 
ernment toppled two days ago 
under the weight of opposition 
to his economic and_ political 
policies. This divided the loyal- 
ties of the armed forces. 

The Army tried to sidetrack 
Arosemena on the grounds his 
political philosophy swung too 
far to the left. But the Air Force 
backed him with the attack on 
the capital. 

The show of force yesterday 
by three rocket-firing jet fight- 
ers led the army-hacked pro- 
visional President, Supreme 
Court President Camilo Gallegos 
Toledo, to drop his claim to the 
presidency vacated Tuesday by 
Velasco Ibarra. 

That cleared the way for the 
succession of Arosemena, 42 
years old, the left-leaning Vice 
President elected with Velasco 
Ibarra in June 1960. Congress 
already had proclaimed him 
President Tuesday night. 


Comment By Castro. 


(In Havana, Cuban Prime Min- 
ister Fidel Castro charged that 
“Yankee imperialists’ were be- 
hind the frustrated attempt to 
make Gallegos Toledo the presi- 
dent. Referring to the August 
crisis in Brazil, Castro said it 
was the second such deleat for 
the United States in Latin Amer- 
ica. In Brazil, leftist Vice Presi- 
dent Joao Goulart succeeded the 
resigned President Janio Quad- 
ros after Congress uncer military 
pressure revamped the govern- 
ment to put most executive pow- 
ers in the hands of a premier.) 

Arosemena held to a middle 
line in drawing up his cabinet. 
He named a conservative, two 
liberals, two independent liber- 
als, two Socialists and a Social 
Christian as ministers. Political 


sources said the cabinet looked | 


well balanced. 

Francisco Acosta Yepez of the 
Social Christian party was 
named foreign minister. 

Gallegos Toledo, a_ political 
centrist, resigned within minutes 
after the jets fired rockets and 
brief machine gun bursts in 
swoops over the military barracks 
as tank-supported soldiers held 
Arosemena a virtual prisoner at 
the legislative palace. 

Blasts Jar Palace. 


Though the barracks seemed 
to be the target, the palace was 
jarred by two blasts from the 
jets, United States-made T-33s. 
Residents swarmed inio_ the 
streets as explosions were heard.

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LIBERALIZED TRADE POLICY 
PLANNED, PRESIDENT SAYS 


U.S. Must Meet Growing Challenge of 
Common Market, He Tells 
Press Conference.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 — A 
broad program for liberalizing 
America’s trade policy is being 
prepared for presentation to 
Congress so this country can 
meet the economic challenge of 
Europe's Common Market, Pres- 
ident Kennedy told his press 
conference late yesterday. 

The people of this country 
must realize, the President said, 
that the Common. Market, when 
it is completed with the admis- 
sion of Britain, will be a major 
challenge. We must negotiate 
from a position of equality, he 
said. 

The President covered a wide 
range of subjects including the 
Berlin crisis, Chancellor Aden- 
auer’s visit to Washington be- 
ginning Nov. 20 and the Com- 
munist threat to South Viet Nam. 

The President declined, as he 
has several times in the past, to 
discuss in Getati ‘the American 


position of divided Berlin and 
the two Germanys. He said it 
would be impossible to do this 
until after the discussions with 
Adenauer, whom he described 
as a distinguished European who 
had succeeded in bringing 
France and Germany together. 

On Viet Nam he said that Gen. 
Maxwell Taylor’s recommenda- 
tions on how best to help that 
country meet the growing threat 
of Communist invasion and infil- 
tration and to recover from re- 
cent disastrous floods, would not 
be made known until the Taylor 
report had been studied by gov- 
ernment departments and co- 
ordinated. with plans of the gov- 
ernment of South Viet Nam. It 
has been reported by authorita- 
tive sources that Taylor, who 
returned recently from a mis- 
sion to Southeast Asia, would 
not recommend the deployment 
of American combat troops in 
Viet Nam.

KENNEDY HAPPY. 
OVER ELECTION 
UF DEMOCRATS 


Expresses Satisfaction 


But Supposes ‘Some 
Day I Will Have to 
Eat Those Words.’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9—Presi- 
dent Kennedy is obviously happy 
over Democratic victories in New 
York City, New Jersey and 
Texas, but indicates he will be 
philosophical if they do not fore- 
shadow tuture triumphs. 


At his press conference late 
yesterday, he said he was always 
reluctant to assert that what 
happens in one election with one 
set of candidates necessarily 
means that it will again happen 
at a later date with a different 
set of candidates. 

Remarking that he was break- 
ing his rule, he said that it was 
a source of satisfaction that 
Robert F. Wagner had been re- 
elected mayor of New York and 
Judge Richard J. Hughes had 
been elected governor of New 
Jersey Tuesday and Henry Gon- 
zales had won a congressional 
seat in Texas on Saturday. 


“If they had lost,’’ he said, ‘‘it 
would have been interpreted as 
a stunning setback for this Ad- 
ministration. 

Efiective Candidates. 

“They won because they were 
effective candidates. But they 
also ran as Democrats. I believe 
that it indicates that the Ameri- 
can people believe that the candi- 
dates, the parties in those areas, 
as well as nationally, are com- 
mitted to progress and that is 
what they are committed to. 

“So | am happy and I suppose 
some day we will lose and I will 
have to eat those words.” 

His cheerful comment on the 
recent elections immediately fol- 
lowed a question by a reporter 
who recalled that Mr. Kennedy 
and other Democrats in the 1960 
presidential campaign had spok- 
en of the “serious deterioration 
of our military strength in rela- 
tion to that of Russia.” 


The reporter noted that the 
President and other top Pentagon 
officials were speaking now about 
our measurable military superi- 
ority over Russia. He asked what 
had happened since the campaign 
and now. 

“Did you,’”’ the reporter in- 
quired, “during the campaign 
possibly not have as much in- 
formation as you derived later. 
or do you say, sir, that the im- 
provement in our military situa- 
tion has resulted from activities 
solely of your Administration ”’

HODGES PONTS 
TO RIVALRY FOR 
FORLD MARKETS 


Tells Meeting Here 
That Global Strife 
Must Not Delay Do- 


mestic Progress. 


The United States faces strong 
competition for world trade, not 
only from Russia’s expanding 
economic strength but from the 
revitalized industrial growth of 
our allies in Western Europe and 
from Japan, Secretary of Com. 
merce Luther H. Hodges de- 
clared here last night. 

Speaking at Kiel Auditorium 
Opera House at a public meet- 
ing concluding a two-day White 
House regional conference on do- 
mestic problems, Hodges urged 
support of President Kennedy’s 
program to stimulate the na- 
tion’s economy and to meet the 
challenge for international mar- 
kets. 

Hodges and Abraham A. Ribi- 
coff, Secretary of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare, who also 
spoke at the closing conterence 
session, warned that internal 
problems in the United States 
should not be ignored because 
of world tensions. 


Can’t Delay Programs. 


“T think it is naive to suggest 
that we drop everything on the 
domestic front while we take 
care of the situation in Berlin, 
Laos or elsewhere,’ Hodges as- 
serted. 

“We cannot postpone essential 
domestic programs until the 
threat to our national security 
disappears. But we can exercise 
the utmost care to avoid waste 
in federal programs, and to 
practice economy. This is ex- 
actly what we are doing under 
the President's directive.” 

Ribicoff declared that 
country’s enemies ‘will 
scored an important and very 
expensive victory if we allow 
international tensions to monop- 
ol.ze our thinking at the expense 
of progress on cur domestic 
issues.” 

He said that ‘‘while the issue 
of survival must always have 
top priority,” the United States 
should not become so preoccu- 
pied with.crises abroad that it 
ignores the problems at home. 

Discussing the growing com- 
petition for world trade, Secre- 
tary Hodges declared the Soviet 
Union is not likely to overtake 
the United States in gross nation- 
al product in the Twentieth Cen- 
tury. But he noted that Russia’s 
rate of industrial growth is more 
rapid than that of the United 
States. This means, he said, the 
world at large has an image of 
Soviet vitality and efficiency. 

“This mounting Communist 
strength, obviously, has direct se- 
curity implications for the United

The proposal to merge St. 
Louis and St. Louis county under 
a single government was as- 
sailed sharply by County Super- 
visor James H. J. McNary to- 
day. He said it would result in 
a ‘“‘metro-monster” and called 
for a nonpartisan campaign by 
city and county residents to de- 
feat it. 

In a prepared statement, Mc- 
Nary recalled -that in his 
“planned progress’’ campaign 
lor the county, he had promised 
he would fight to protect the 
citizens from any attempt to 
burden them with a city-county 
merger. : 

“The current proposal to cre- 
ate a new metro-monster, de- 
scriged as ‘the nation’s largest 
city,’ is simply outright merger, 
poorly camouflaged by tagging it 
with reference to a series of 
boroughs 

‘Therefore, I renew my pledge 
to work for the defeat of this 
proposal, ,just as I worked to 
defeat the district plan two years 
ago. 

Expects Outstate Aid. 

“The success of 
legislative program during the 
last session confirmed my _be- 
lief that our relationship with 
our Outstate neighbors both 
friendly and sympathetic. I have 
the highest confidence in their 
fairness and their desire to help 
up cope with our problems. That 
is why I feel certain they will 
not vote to force us into a 
merger which we have repeated- |, 
ly and forcefully rejected at 
every opportunity.

“I urge all opponents of city 
county merger, regardless of 
residence and regardless of par- | 
ty politics, to join me in a state- 
wide campaign to carry our 
story to all Missourians who may 
be called upon to decide whether 
we are to continue living in a 
community patterned after our 
choice or in a huge metro-com- 
plex against our better judg- 
ment.”’ 

Meanwhile, the chairmen of 
the Republican central commit- 
tees of the city and county dif- 
fered in their reactions to the 
merger proposal. 

Hart for Merger. 

Michael Joseph Hart, city Re- 
publican chairman, said he was 
very much in favor of merger. 

“The city and county ought to 
be together,” he said. “They 
really constitute a single entity, 
have the same problems and 
should be united under a single 
government.”’ 

Hart said he also supports the 
state constitutional amendment 
approach which proponents of 
merger have selected. Despite 
criticism of this method, which 
would permit all citizens of the 
state to vote on the proposal, 
Hart said it was the proper one. 

“I think the entire state is in- 
volved in this problem,” he said. 
‘We are rapidly becoming an ur- 
banized society and whether our 
cities move forward or lag be- 
hind, the general economic ad- 
vance affects the people of the 
entire state. Therefore, they 
ought to have a voice in this de- 
cision.” 

Opposes Outstate Vote, 

William H. Macon, county Re- 
publican chairman, said he was 
unable to appraise the merits of 
the merger proposal on the basis 
of the brief summary of the plan 
available to him. 

However, like F. William 
Human Jr., mayor of Clayton 
and president of the St. Louis 
County Municipal League, he ob- 
jected to the proposal to permit 
outstate voters to join in the 
decision. 

“For example, what do the 
people of the Seventh Congres- 
sional District in southwest Mis- 
souri know about our problems 
in St. Louis and St. Louis coun- 
y?”’ he asked.

The unit, scheduled to train 
several days in Berlin and then 
return to Bamberg, is Company 
D of the First Battle Group, 
Fifteenth Infantry, Third Divi- 
sion. It is commanded by Capt. 
Rex L. Holland of Glencoe, 
Okla. 


Units from the 6500-man Ber- 
lin garrison will be shuttled to 
West Germany for brief periods 
there. 

Russians Informed. 

Soviet authorities have been 
informed of the move, said an 
announcement from United 
States Army headquarters at 
Heidelberg. 


The operation was described 
as ‘‘the first of a series of simi- 
lar movements planned in order 
to extend this training to addi- 
tional units from West Germany 
and from the Berlin garrison.” 

The motor trip to and from 
Berlin was termed a routine ex- 
ercise to stress driver training, 
road maintenance and tactical 
convoy procedures. However, the 
periodic staging of such exer- 
cises will enable the Army to 
keep its units rolling along the 
highway lifeline between West 
Germany and West Berlin at 
frequent intervals.

PRESIDENT KENNEDY SAID late yesterday that Russian 
nuclear tests have produced more radioactive fallout than all the | 
nuclear shots set off by the United States, Britain and France. 


The President again took a 
cautious line on whether the 
United States would resume at- 
mospheric testing. He said this 
country would balance the risk 
of jeopardizing the security of 
the free world against its respon- 
sibility for the welfare of future 
generations. 


Mr. Kennedy told his press 
conference that the Soviet 
Union’s earlier tests and its new 
series together totaled 170 mega- 
tons, compared with 125 mega- 
tons detonated by the United 
States and Britain and less than 
one megaton exploded by the 
French. 


THE FIGURE he cited was the 
first over-all total given by the 
United States Government for 
Soviet nuclear tests. It would 
indicate that the yield from the 
new Russian. series alone 
reached about 125 megatons. 

The significant thing, Mr. Ken- 
nedy said, is the amount of po- 
tentially harmful radioactive fall- 
out that has been produced by 
nuclear testing. There is no 
doubt, he added, that the Soviet 
Union leads in this “‘very dubi- 
ous category.” 

Referring to his recent order 
for preparations to resume test- 
ing in the atmosphere, if this is 
found vital to free world secur- 
ity, the President said the move 
was necessary: to prevent the 
Russians from fooling us again.

As a lifetime resident and prop- 
erty owner in Kirkwood I find it 
necessary to answer some of the 
misinformation and distortions of 
fact which are being noised about 
concerning the urban renewal pro- 
gram and master plan for our city. 


Kirkwood must have a balanced 
community and not a residential 
schizophrenia. Then and then only 
will we have an equitable tax base 
which is broad, reasonable and ob- 
jective. 

‘Reasonable and realistic appraisal 
of our present financial situation 
and maintenance of status quo pro- 
jected into the future shows that 
10 years hence with no increase of 
municipal services and schools our 
tax rate will have approximately 
doubled. This increased rate will 
cover costs of existing facilities 
only and no pet projects such as the 
much needed new water plants, im- 
provements to police and fire pro- 
tection, additional schools for our 
growing population and street con- 
struction and repairs to meet the 
burden of ever-increasing traffic. 

Concerning the apartment house 
issue, apartments in Kirkwood pro- 
duce one-fifth the number of chil- 
dren per unit and three times the 
taxable assessed valuation per acre. 
This statistic stands on its own and 
as one factor among many points 
the direction of a program for com- 
munity betterment and improved 
property values. 


These are not controversial is- 
sues. This is, rather, a problem of 
civic progress or continued decay 
to.a total slum. We Kirkwoodians 
voted for urban renewal two years 
ago as a step toward corrective ac- 
tion. It is now time to implement 
this program with a bond issue elec- 
tion. Shall we vacillate now? Or 
shall we move forward to a better 
city and a brighter future? 

This problem is for the voters to 
decide intelligently.

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Sugar for Missouri? 

Missouri has begun an effort to start a 
sugar beet industry, in the worthy cause of 
economic development. But the final answer 
to Missouri's ambition must come from Wash- 
ington, and should serve a complex of foreign 
policy and economic considerations broader 
than the state’s own interests. 

The University of Missouri’s farm experts 
already have proved that sugar beets will 
grow in the southeastern and northwestern 
parts of the state. Sugar beets bring a return 
per acre of three and four times as much as 
corn, and a sugar processing plant would mean 
an investment of perhaps $15,000,000, plus 
$500,000 in added annual wages. 

This is an alluring prospect, but it all de- 
pends. Getting the processing plant depends 
on getting a beet acreage allotment of about 
50,000 acres from the Department of Agricul- 
ture, when a dozen of the 22 beet producing 
states have less acreage. And getting any al- 
lotment depends on whether Congress will 
rewrite the Sugar Act next year to enlarge 
the domestic producers’ share of the Ameri- 
can sugar market. Much as Missouri may want 
a new industry, state and nation together 
must ask how sound it is to enlarge a domes- 
tic industry that now can exist only by subsidy. 
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Cuba used to supply about a third of Amer- 
ica’s sugar supply, and domestic beet pro- 
ducers about a fifth, to which was added 
some mainland cane production. But when 
the United States .cut off Cuban sugar im- 
ports, because of differences with Castro, do- 
mestic production went up to about half the 
supply and foreign nations divided part of 
Cuba’s quota. The United States pays well 
above the world price for all this sugar, partly 
to guarantee a supply and partly to protect 
domestic production. 


Congress will be under néw pressure from 
the American sugar industry to give it a still 
larger share of the home: market, but Con- 
gress has to take into account other concerns, 
If it increases the domestic share, it will dam- 
age the economies of some friendly foreign 
suppliers. It will tend further to freeze Cuba 
out of the market permanently, though Cuba 
may again develop a friendly government. 
Finally, it will continue the cartelized system 
under which, Senator Douglas of Illinois esti- 
mates, American consumers are subsidizing 
the sugar industry to the extent of $660,000,- 
000 a year, or about $3.25 per person. 
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Because of these conflicting interests, the 
Kennedy Administration has been studying 
an entirely new sugar program. This would 
set a national import quota but open it com- 
petitively to all world producers. To protect 
domestic producers, the plan would continue 
the price differential (now more than 2 cents 
above the world price). But instead of pay- 
ing the premium to foreign producers, the 
United States Treasury would collect it, pos- 
sibly as an aid fund for underdeveloped 
countries, as Senator Douglas suggested. 

The plan has three potential advantages. 
It would put our sugar supply on a competi- 
tive rather than arbitrary basis, open to all 
nations, including Cuba when better relations 
are restored. It would guard the domestic 
sugar industry. It would use the subsidy now 
paid by consumers to foreign producers for a 
better purpose or, if not used, permit a small 
tax reduction. 


Missouri will have good cause to demand a 
share in sugar production if Congress in- 
creases the allotment to subsidized domestic 
producers, but this remains an open question. 
It is a question which should be resolved, not 
on the basis of what this state or that pro- 
ducer group wants, but on the basis of what 
is best for the nation’s economy and policy. 


They Know Not Where 


It is a bit too much that with so many 
mysteries lurking in outer space man has to 
add one of his own. We speak of the 350,- 
000,000 tiny copper needles which the Air 
Force fired into orbit 2100 miles above the 
earth three weeks ago. 

The needles were in a small canister, bound 
together by a sticky substance which was 
supposed to melt and allow them to spread 
into a radio reflecting communications belt. 
Nothing has been heard of the needles since 
they were shot into orbit. 

The astronomers, who had been worried 
lest the needle-belt interfere with their tele- 
scopic viewings, probably are relieved but the 
Air Force is just plain baffled and chagrined. 
Outer space is a big place. But it is not being 
unduly optimistic to recall that chap in Long- 
fellow’s poem who shot an arrow into the air 
only to have it fall he “knew not where.” 
“Long, long afterward” it turned up in an 
oak “still unbroke.” If some of the 350,000,000 
needles do turn up later, it should be most 
interesting to learn what went wrong. And 
if they never turn up it can be said that the 
Air Force at least lost them in the equivalent 
of one tremendous haystack. 


Food for Stamps 


The pilot food stamp program to increase 
food purchasing power of needy families liv- 
ing in depressed areas apparently can be 
counted a success, | 

Under the plan, a family can buy stamps 
in an amount equal to the normal monthly 
food budget. In addition, a family receives 
extra stamps in an amount that varies accord- 
ing to the size of the family and income. 
Stamps may be exchanged for any food, ex- 
cept imported items such as bananas, and are 
not restricted to the purchases of surplus 
items. Grocers can exchange stamps for cash 
at the local bank; the stamps are redeemed 
through the Federal Reserve System. 

Participants in the plan are getting more 
meat, fresh fruit, and vegetables than they 
would get if they received surplus food di- 
rectly. Because of strict eligibility rules, only 
141,000 of the 300,000 persons who received 
surplus food in the eight pilot areas have 
qualified for the stamp plan, indicating that 
the cost may be less than that of surplus food 
handouts. A few abuses have been uncovered, 
such as sales of stamp books for cash and 
cases of grocers exchanging ineligible items 
for stamps. 

The Administration now must decide wheth- 
er or not to put a food-stamp plan into effect 
throughout the United States. Cost of this 
is estimated at $250,000,000 a year. There is 
no question that food stamps are a more digni- 
fied way of aiding needy families than sur- 
plus handouts, and. provide a sounder diet. 
On the other hand the current plan, unlike 
that which was tried during the depression of 
the ’30s, is not confined to surplus commodi- 
ties and so does not directly reduce particular 
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farm surpluses. Yet inéreasing food purchas- 
ing power by this or other methods must tend 
to stabilize farm prices. The plan may well 
be worth a trial run on a national scale. 


New Jersey Surprise 

Democratic victories in New Jersey and 
New York City were a significant blow to Re- 
publican hopes of realizing gains in the elec- 
tions next year. The Garden State balloting 
was the more important, since it was expected 
that Mayor Wagner would be re-elected in 
New York. But the size of Mr. Wagner’s vic- 
tory, achieved without machine support, gave 
it a special interest. 

New Jersey Republicans had in James P. 
Mitchell an outstanding candidate for Gover- 
nor. He was a successful Secretary of Labor 
in the Eisenhower Cabinet, respected by both 
labor and management; a good speaker and a 
vigorous campaigner. His opponent, Richard 
Hughes, a former Superior Court Judge, was 
little known outside party circles in New Jer- 
sey. He was well-regarded, but he was con- 
ceded only an outside chance to win. 

There can be no question about the na- 
tional significance of the New Jersey race. 
Gen. Eisenhower went into the state to cam- 
paign for Mr. Mitchell, and toward the end 
President Kennedy decided to visit Trenton 
and stump for Judge Hughes. This. repre- 
sented a considerable political risk for the 
President and he can take partial credit for 
the Hughes victory. Had the Democrats lost, 
the President’s prestige would have been se- 
verely damaged. 

The results in New Jersey and New York, 
and the Democratic Congressional victory in 
San Antonio last week, should encourage Mr. 
Kennedy to move with more confidence in the 
next session of Congress. He may well inter- 
pret these successes as further evidence that 
his winning margin last year would have been 
much greater had it not been for the religious 
issue. Since both Mr. Mitchell and Judge 
Hughes are Roman Catholics this-could not 
figure in New Jersey. Mr. Hughes will be 
the state’s first Catholic Governor. 

It is not clear whether the embitterment of 
conservative New Jersey Republicans affected 
the Governorship race. In the Senate contest 
last year liberal Senator Case won an easy 
primary victory over the ultraconservative 
Robert Morris, who had the heavy financial 
backing of right-wing industrialists and pub- 
licists within and outside of New Jersey. If 
there was a Republican stay-at-home vote 
Tuesday it was not large, as more than two 
million votes were cast (about 700,000 fewer 
than in the 1960 Presidential election). 

Republicans viewing the defeat of such an 
excellent candidate as Mr. Mitchell may well 
ask themselves what the party must do to win. 
Gov. Rockefeller, Richard Nixon and congres- 
sional hopefuls will be worrying over that 
question in the coming months. 


Opportunity for Bi-State 

Opportunities for experimenting with new 
ideas in mass transit could open up in St. 
Louis as a result of the Federal Government’s 
growing interest in urban problems. 

As outlined at the White House Regional 
Conference here, the 1961 Federal Housing 
Act provides funds to help pay for mass tran- 
sit studies as well as to finance rapid transit 
demonstration projects. St. Louis, St. Louis 
county and the Missouri Highway Department 
jointly spent more than $550,000 on the 1959 
Gilman transit report; so this area has moved 
beyond the study stage. 

Several cities already have applied for dem- 
onstration grants. Ithaca, N.Y., for instance, 
wants to try out a free bus system, making 
busses as free as city streets in an effort to at- 
tract patronage. There is talk elsewhere of 
monorail, of running busses over paved sub- 
way tracks, of park-ride plans. 

What kind of demonstration could St. Louis 
put on that might have a reasonably wide- 
spread applicability? The Gilman report 
called for separating transit vehicles from the 
stream of automotive traffic; using some 41 
miles of exclusive bus roadways and a down- 
town distributor loop. The total cost would 
run to $175,000,000, and no doubt that is far 
too high for a demonstration. But part of the 
plan might qualify for aid. 

Other aspects of the Gilman program might 
make good demonstrations, particularly the 
creation of free park-ride lots on the outlying 
sections of the Mark Twain and Daniel Boone 
expressways, or in southwest St. Louis or the 
East Side. Gilman offered a fairly ingenious 
method of using the cloverleaf areas of ex- 
pressways for this purpose. 

St. Louis has a proper transit plan, it has 
the Bi-State agency, which can operate on a 
metropolitan basis, and it is in the process of 
organizing its first truly area-wide transit sys- 
tem. It ought to be a prime candidate for 
federal demonstration money. 


Revolt in Ecuador 


“It takes political courage,” Adlai Steven- 
son once told Latin Americans, to carry out 
essential domestic reforms in underdeveloped 
countries. President Velasco Ibarra of Ecua- 
dor had courage to a point, and carried out 
reforms to a point, yet this was not enough 
to prevent his resignation. | 

When Velasco Ibarra became President for 
the fourth time, with support from what he 
fondly called “the rabble,” he faced an emer- 
gency situation. Basic exports of raw ma- 
terials had declined, and their prices as well. 
Living costs had soared. The President had 
campaigned for tax reforms, land reforms 
and housing, but in office he faced political 
opposition, and in a race against time he 
moved slowly. 

Housing was limited by small plans and lack 
of capital, land reforms were hardly ambi- 
tious. As for taxes, the President decreed 
37 new levies, largely on consumer items, to 
combat inflation. But these led to as much 
resentment among the. poor as among the 
rich, and when troops fired on demonstrators, 
the President lost most of his popular support. 

Opposition to a somewhat similar austerity 
program in Brazil influenced the recent resig- 
nation of President Quadros. Efforts to sta- 
bilize national economies have led to strikes 
in Argentina and riots in Bolivia. Everywhere 
the Communists feed on trouble, but the trou- 
ble itself is inspired by what Latin Americans 
term the revolution of rising expectations. 
When expectations are met more with auster- 
ity than with tangible evidence of better liv- 
ing conditions,.impatience turns to revolt.

Industrial Science Becomes More ‘Basic’ as Colleges Stress Military 


By Carroll A. Hochwalt 


(Excerpts from talks by the Monsantu 
Chemical Co. Vice President for he- 
search at dedication of company’s 

new research center, Creve Coeur.) 


We are industrial chemists. Industry 
is our business, and our daily activities 
are directed toward a reesonable re- 
turn on investment today and in the 
future. But let me add quickly that 
original research and engineering is 
the foundation on which the American 
chemical industry has been built, and 
which today is more than ever neces- 
sary for continued growth. Chemistry 
is a dynamic science and, therefore, 
we must continually originate new 
products, new processes and new 

techniques through 
effective practice 
f: of research, engi- 

The Mirror neering and devel- 
of opment. 

The modern discr- 
plines of chemical 
and engineering re- 
search have be- 
come s0 precise and complex tliat it 
is increasingly difficult to tell where 
research ends and applied research 
begins. However, we know both are 
essential for they tend to be comple- 
mentary.. The critical issue, as Pas- 
teur has said, is whether it is good 
research or bad research, 

About one dollar out of every 20 we 
spend on research work goes for purely 
basic research in the classical defini- 
tion — window-shopping for new re- 
actions, new processes, completely new 
combinations of matter. Altogether, 
about 40 per cent of our research 
budget goes for exploratory work 
where the objective is more clearly 
defined but wherein we must follow 
hypotheses and explore avenues that 
have no road signs proclaiming them 
as the paths to riches. 

There is a definite trend in Monsanto 
to increase the budgetary allotment 
for basic research. I have noticed a 
similar trend throughout the entire 
chemical industry. In most cases, the

basic research approach has proved 
the best and most efficient way of 
solving the problem. 


For instance, we had been faced for 
many years with a very difficult air 
pollution problem which involved the 
removal of microscopic droplets en- 
trained in a gas gtream. By conduct- 
ing a basic study of the characteristics 
of mists and fogs in motion, we were 
able to develop a new-type of mist elim- 
inator, operating on a wholly new prin- 
ciple. It has been a commercial suc- 


cess for us and for others who had . 


the same basic problem, although the 
effluents involved were quite different. 

Let me sketch briefly to you a few 
of the areas of exploratory research 
which our scientists are pursuing in 


what perhaps can best be described as 


a molecular and atomic probing of 
“inner space”’: 

Our fundamental research in poultry 
nutrition has led “to high-efficiency 
feeds which, under laboratory ‘condi 
tions, produce a pound of weight gain 
for each pound of feed in chickens up 
to the point of marketable weight. 
Commercial feeds now have an effi- 
ciency of one pound of weight gain to

Correlations involving the concept of 
central atom control of catalytic re- 
actions are being applied to problems 
of industrial catalytic chemistry and 
have led to new and novel proposals 
regarding such processes as alcohol 
synthesis, oxidations and photo- 
synthesis. 

It is safe to predict that the chemical 
industry’s basic and exploratory work 
must and will expand in volume in the 
years ahead. This is badly needed. 
In the postwar years there has been 
a strong trend toward government- 
supported applied research in the col- 
leges and universities, traditional well- 
springs for basic information, 


The government supports projects 
which government committees can un- 
derstand and justify. It is a little dis- 
turbing to see how this serves to in- 
crease the emphasis on military hard- 
ware in our nation’s laboratories where 
higher education is the primary target. 
If this recent trend continues, it is 
quite possible that, a decade hence, 
we may find American industry doing 
more basic research than American 
universities.

THE MEN OF THE FAMILY 
may be taking to the fields these 
November days in search of 
game, but the women will do 
their own hunting right here at 
home at their favorite food 
stores. Woman's work is never 
done, ‘tis said—neither are her 
year-round hunting expeditions 
in search of bargains. There is 
no limit to the number she can 
bag this week. 

Pork and poultry are the 
prizes in the meat department. 
Although some cuts of beef are 
most reasonable, on an over-all 
basis pork probably is the best 
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value in red meats. Look for 
buys in pork loin roasts, Boston 
butts and spareribs. Bacon 


prices have worked downward 
in the past few weeks. 

Incidentally, there is a fine 
meat that suffers from neglect. 
So many homemakers think of 
it only as a breakfast item. It 
also is excellent for a quick sup- 
per. Try putting cooked peas in 
the bottom part of a broiler pan, 
then arranging bacon slices on 
the rack above the peas. Broil 
for about three minutes—not too 
close to the source of heat: 
about three inches would be 
right. 

The& turn, pugh the slices to- 
gether and arrarge thick tomato 
silces on the rack. Season the 
tomatees to taste and top with 
a bit of butter or margariné, 
then broil until the bacon is 
done and the tomatoes cooked, 
about another three to five min- 
utes, 

Chickens and turkeys are being 
offered at prices to delight the 
hearts of thrifty homemakers. 
After a brief climb, prices on 
broiler-fryers are back down to 
an almost ridiculous low. Stew- 
ing hens are plentiful and cheap

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9—Strong 
resistance has developed in vari-| 
ous parts of the country to a fed- | 
eral proposal requiring private | 
and publicly owned power firms | 
to finance a new nation-wide | 
civil defense warning system | 

The Post-Dispatch learned to- | 
day that sharp objections have | 
been expressed to the plan bv | 
about 25 municipal and other | 
publicly owned eletcric svstems 
in letters to the American Public 
Power Association. 

At the same time, a number of 
questions about the plan have 
been raised by Alex Radin.' gen- 
eral manager of the A.P.P.A., in 
a letter to civil defense officials. 

Principal complaint among 
those received by A.P.P.A. from 
its members is that the federal 
plan would create a heavy. finan- 
cial burden difficult for many 
public power systems to carry. 

Cost a Factor. | 

They predicted that heavy ex- | 
penses would be incurred in in- 
Stalling necessary signal trans- 
mitting equipment on their sys- 
tems and receiving devices in 
the homes of ther customers. The 
svstem, known as the National 
Emergency Alarm Repeater. 
calls for an electrically activated 
buzzer alarm to be sounded in 
each home in the event of ene- 
my attack. 

Officials of a large municipal 
electric system in California esti- 
mated that it would cost $26,600.- 
000 to install the system in their 
community. Their ;computation 
was based principally on esti- 
mates that receiving devices 
would cost $10 each and an addi- 
tional $15 to be wired permanent- 
ly into the electrical system of 
each home. 

Signal generating equipment 
Was expected to cost $1,600,000. 
Except for the wiring charges, 
the computations were based on 
unit cost estimates prevared by 
federa) civil defense officials. 

A small municipal power de- 
partment in Tennessee estimated 
that installation of the NEAR 
system in its community would 
cost $300,000 and require the ad- 
dition of a full-time employe. The 
cost would be ‘‘quite a financial 
blow,”’ the department reported. 

Rate Hike Difficult. 

Officials of a medium-size Mis- 
souri town predicted that it 
would be difficult to obtain 
approval for higher electric rates | 
to finance the cost encountered 
in installing the warning system. 
The present bonded debt of the 
system would make it difficult to 
finance the installation by float- 
ing a bond issue, they told 
A.P.P.A. 

Of the 25 replies received from 
local power! systems to a ques- 
tionnaire from A.P.P.A., only 
one foresaw no difficulty in fi- 
nancing the warning system. 

Radin’s remarks, contained in 
a letter to Steuart L. Pittman, 
assistant secretary of defense, 
disrupted a suggestion by civil 
defense officials that power sys- 
tems recapture their costs by 
including the expense of the in- 
stallation in their rate base, 
questioning the propriety of such 
a “profit-making operation.” 

Radin indicated concern also 
about the psychological effect 
that might result from a federal | 
order requiring installation of 
the buzzer devices in all Ameri- 
can homes, writing: 

“I should like also to raise 
the question of whether the de- 
partment has considered the im- 
pact on the public of an order | 
requiring prompt installation of 
tle NEAR system in all homes | 
and, I presume, places of busi- | 
fess, particularly in the absence 
of an adequate public shelter 


program.” |

HOPKINS REFUSES 
T0 TALK UNDER 
UATH AT HEARING 


A Civil Service Commission in- 
vestigation of the dismissal of 
Edison J. Watt as St. Louis 
county collector will continue to- 
night despite the refusal of Rev- 
enue Director James W. Hopkins 
to answer questions under oath. 

On the advice of County Coun- 
selor William E, Gallagher, Hop- 
kins told the commission at a 
public hearing last night that he 
would not be sworn. Hopkins, 
who is not tinder Civil Service, 
dismissed Wait. 

“T am not on trial,"’ Hopkins 
said when Jackson F. Adams, 
commission chairman, instructed 
him to raise his right hand. 

“IT am not a member of civil 
service nor am | covered by it,’ 
Hopkins asserted. “If I permit 
myself to be sworn in as a wit- 
ness, I leave myself wide open 
to be cross-examined by anyone, 
including those not members of 
the commission. I would be 
bound to the wishes of certain 
outside influences.” 

Backed by Counselor. 

Hopkins took with him to the 
hearing at the commission of- 
fice, 115 North Meramec street, 
Clayton, an opinion by Gal- 
lacher stating that Hopkins act- 
ed properly under civil service 
rules in firing Watt. 

Under the circumstances, the 
opinion said, Hopkins alone 
was empo..ered to dismiss Watt, 


and the collector has no right 
of appeal. 

“The rules contemplate the 
decision of the appointing au- 
thority to .be final and conclu- 
sive,’ Gallagher wrote. 

Watt was dismissed at the 


end of his six-month probation- 
ary period. Hopkins took the 
action by failing to fill out a 
personnel report on Watt. Civil 
Service rules state that failure 
of the appointing authority to 
fill out the report has the same 
effect as returning an unsatis- 
factory report. 

Gallagher’s opinion held also 
that the Civil Service Commis- 
sion may investigate. circum- 
stances surrounding Watt's dis- 


missal, but that Watt’s status 
cannot be altered by the find- 
ings. 

Intormation obtained in an 


investigation may be used only 
for the commission’s records or 
for recommending changes in 
existing rules and laws concern- 


ing the civil service system, the 
Opinion stated. 
Surprised by Refusal. 
Adams told a reporter that 


Hopkins’s refusal to be sworn 
came as a surprise. He said that 
Gallagher’s opinion and Hop- 
kins’s action will not change the 
commission’s plans. 

“This is not a hearing of anv 
type of any appeal by Watt from 
being fired,”” Adams said. “T 
don’t believe Watt has a right 
to appeal. 

“But it. is the job of the com- 
mission to investigate when there 
is any indication that the civil 
service rules have in any way 


been violated, sidetracked or 
anything of that sort. 


We were | 


called upon by citizens, and we | 
ecided on our own volition, to | 


make an investigation. 
“Regardless of Watt’s status, 
if the purposes of civil service 


are being thwarted, we want to | 


know it. We want to determine 
the status of the Civil Service 
setup, and we want to see if 
that rule (concerning failure to 
fill out personnel action reports) 
should be changed.”’ 

Adams said the rule might 
better if it stated that failure to 
fill out the report would be the 
same as a satisfactory—rather 
than unsatisfactory—report. 

Adams declined to agree or 
disagree with Gallagher's opin- 
ion as to Watt's dismissal. 


“Gallagher does not Cite 
cases,”’ Adams said. “If he has 
some. I'd like to see them.” 


Gallagher Called In, 


Gallagher appeared at last 
night’s session in response to a 
telephone call from Hopkins. He 
noted that Hopkins had offered 
to co-operate in the investigation 
by answering questions from 
commission. members and by 
providing records. 

By insisting that Hopkins give 
sworn testimony, Gallagher said, 
the commission was acting on a 
presumption that Hopkins’s ac- 
tions were improper. Further- 
more, Gallagher said, the com- 


| mission can establish the truth 


of information supplied by Hop- 
kins by methods other than re- 
quiring sworn testimony. 
Adams retorted that unsworn 
testimony is ‘‘not in the least

binding or considered as authen- | 


tic by anyone.” Hopkins was 
permitted to read a _ written 
Statement and to present copies 
of Gallagher’s opinion to com- 
mission members. 
chided the commission for not 
seeking an opinion of its own 

In his’ statement, Hopkins 
again expressed his belief that 
his dismissal of Watt followed 
Civil Service rules and is not 
subject to appeal or review. He 
said he would be glad to answer 
all questions put to him by com- 
mission members. 

“I feel that no purpose would 
be served by my entering into 
any controversy -relative to the 
matter with persons who have 
seen fit to challenge my position 
or , motives,” Hopkins _ said. 
‘Nothing could be accomplished 
by my undertaking to defend 
to those persons the reasons 
which necessitated my arriving 
at the decision to refuse to con- 
tinue Mr. Watt as collector after 
his probationary period.” 

Watt to Take Oath. 

H. Jackson Daniel, an attorney 
retained by Watt, said after the 
hearing that Watt will testily 
under oath and will welcome 
cross-examination. Watt, he said, 
‘is deeply disappointed’ over 
Hopkins’s refusal to do the same. 

“It was and is Mr. 
opinion that a full and frank 
airing of events leading to his 
dismissal would have been help- 
ful to the commission and tax- 
payers of the county,” Daniel 
said. 

Watt was appointed collector 
last May 4 from a list of three 
qualified persons. whose names 
were- submitted to Hopkins by 
the Civil Service Commission. 

Hopkins fired him effective 
Nov. 4, the end of the six-month

Missouri Quail Hunters 
Begin Firing Tomorrow gauss 


The 52-day Missouri quail season, in which hunters will have 
16 more days of shooting than last year, opens tomorrow. The 


season will run through Dec. 31. 

The Conservation Commission 
reported the birds, which were 
scarce throughout the state last 
year, have made a remarkable 
recovery. 

An increase in the quail popu- 
lation permitted not only a 
lengthening of the season, but 
also an increase in the bag 
limits to seven daily and seven 
in possession, Last year, after 
disastrous snows, the season was 
shortened and hunters could take 
only five quail daily north of the 
Missouri river and six south of 
the river. 


Shooting hours are from sun- 


rise to sunset. 


A Conservation Commission 


said the hunting should be “‘real- | 


ly tremendous” this year in an 


area that forms a belt of southern | 


counties extending from Spring- 
field to Cape Girardeau. He re- 
ported there are spotted areas in 
northeast Missouri that should 
produce excellent results with 
hunting especially good in fields. 

The wooded areas of the Ozarks 
will not have as many quail as 
areas farther south, according to 
pre-season studies made by the 
commission.

student residence hall where 
Miss Stout lived. 


Police said Miss Stout was 
sprawled across Mautz and a 
revolver with two bullets up ed 
was under Mautz’s body.

THEY LAUGHED AT US 18 years ago when as a poor 
Marine Pfc. we vowed some day we'd sleep in the captain's 
cabin aboard a Navy aircraft carrier. But they aren’t laugh- 
ing any more. Last week we went out on a cruise on one

— ence, and damned if that 
wasn’t where we slept. 

(The captain was up on 

the bridge for the entire 

trip, in case any of you 
are wondering where he 
slept.) 

The U.S.S. Independence 
is part of the Sixth Fleet, 
which operates in the 
Mediterranean. As it was 
explained to us by some 
young Navy fighter pilots, 
the Independence has two 
missions. One is to sail 
about as an instrument of 
good will, calling at differ- 
ent ports and making 
friends with our allies. 
The second mission of the 
carrier, according to the 
pilots, is to prove that 

there really is no need for the United States Air Force. 
Given more carriers, the Navy could do the job of defending 
Europe at half the price with twice the payload. 

The U.S.S. Independence is one of the largest ships in the 
world. She weighs 60,000 tons, is a quarter-mile long, and 
pleeps 4000 men. The flight deck is as large as the princi- 
pality of Monaco, though not as hilly. 

She has every kind of plane on her from heli- 
copters to heavy attack bombers, which carry nuclear 
warheads which nobody talks about. The value of the 
carrier with her planes is somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of $500,000,000. The captain responsible for this 
investment earns $13,000 a year, which makes him one 
of the most underpaid executives in the American 
free-enterprise system.

It’s quite an experience to be a guest aboard the U.S.S. 
Independence. A civilian is treated like a visiting Congress- 
man. 
At the dock at Cannes we were met by a lieutenant com- 
mander, who escorted us in a special boat out to the carrier, 
where we were greeted on deck by several commanders, 
lieutenant commanders and ensigns, all of whom saluted us 
as we came up the ladder. 

The executive officer, Comdr. I. M. Rowell Jr., told us 
we would be dining that night with Capt. Evan P. Aurand 
and the next evening with R. Adm. William E. Ellis and his 
staff. Lt. Comdr. Thomas Wentworth Jr. was put at our dis- 
posal to act as our guide and see that we had a pleasant 
cruise. 

Thinking back 18 years ago to how it was as a Pfc. in the 
Marines, we started to sob uncontrollably.

LOLA LUCAS was about to 
have her picture taken when 
suddenly. she thought of some- 
thing. 

“Grandma,” she called out, 
“vou fongot my bridge.” 

Lola grinned and pointed to 
the gap where a tooth had been. 
Grandma came running with e 
small pink denture. Lola in- 
serted and adjusted it, then 
turned-back to us with an angelic 
smile. Where the gap had been, 
there was a pearl-like tooth. 

“Hiho silverware,”’ said Lola. 

When a young lady is in the 
public eye, she becomes con- 
scious of such things as a per- 
fect smile, and Lola has been 
in the public eye for seven ac- 
tivity-crammed months. As na- 
tional Muscular Dystrophy post- 
er girl, Lola, who is 7 years old 
(‘going on 8, Jan. 5”’) has made 
two trips to New York, two to 
California, attended national con- 
ventions, met notables in politics 
and entertainment, and taped two 
national television shows. One 
show with Art Linkletter is being 
shown today (1:30, Channel 4) 
and one with Jerry Lewis will 
be seen Sunday, Nov. 12, at 1 
p.m. on Channel 2. 

Has she enjoyed it? 

“Oh certainly,” Lola said 
promptly, ‘‘and I haven't been 
a bit nervous, When I meet im- 
portant people, my knees don't 


* jiggle and my teeth don’t chat- 


ter. I’ve found out that people 
are just people. That’s my own 
philosephy. 

“You know what Mr. MacMur- 
ray said to me?” she added 
with a giggle. “Mr. Fred Mac- 
Murray. When IT met him on the 
movie lot, he kneeled down by 
me and said, ‘You're a bigger 
ham than I am.’”’ 

Lola is a bit of a ham. She 
is also an appealing and preco- 
ciously bright 7-year-old who can 
recite the Gettysburg Address 
and has faced up to the fact 
that she has an incurable disease. 

“Art Linkletter asked me 
how my mother knew I had 
muscular dystrophy,” said 
Lola. “I told him that when I 
was a baby, instead of the 
pitter patter of little feet, she 
heard thud-thud-fall-thud.” 

Lola was 9 months old when it 
was learned that she had mus- 
cular dystrophy, the progres- 
sively paralyzing disease for 
which there is as yet no known 
cure. Her father, Louis W. 
Lucas, died of the same disease 
when Lola was two months old. 

Lola’s .mother, since remar- 
ried, works in the traffic depart- 
ment of the Acme Fast Freight 
Co. Lola spends nights and week- 
ends at home, at 5903 DeGiver- 
ville avenue, but each day after 
school goes to the home of her 
grandparents, Mr. and © Mrs. 
James Malin, 5871 Washington 
boulevard, where her teen-age 
aunt, Kay Malin, helps take care 
of Lola and her 22-monthold 
half sister, Lorna,

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First Ambassador Looks at Sierra Leone 


A. 8. J. Carnahan, of Ellsinore, Mo.., Finds Small, _— Independent African Nation Has Faith in Future 
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Freetown, Sierra Leas. Government House is in the center of the picture. The Paramount

A. S. J. CARNAHAN developed 
an interest in Africa when he 
was a member.of the House For- 
eign Affairs Committee as a 
Representative from Missouri. 
Now, after more than four 
months as this country’s first 
ambassador to Sierra Leone, the 
attachment is as strong as ever, 
if not more so. 

“It is an interesting country,” 
he said on a recent visit home. 
“A strange combination of the 
old and new Africa, but a coun- 
try with great possibilities for 
development.” 

Sierra Leone is a small coun- 
try, about half the size of Mis- 
souri, on the west coast of equa- 
torial Africa. It achieved its inde- 
pendence last April 27. Six weeks 
later Carnahah was installed as 
the American ambassador. 

Early last month, he returned 
to the United States to accom- 
pany Prime Minister Sir Milton 
Margai and a delegation of 10 
Government officials to the in- 
stallation of Sierra Leone as the 
100th member nation of the 
United Nations. While here, Car- 
nahan visited St. Louis, and also 
his home town, Ellsinore, in 
Carter county. 


Carnahan served ‘six terms as 
Democratic Representative from 
Missouri’s Eighth Congressional 
District, having first been elected 
in 1944, In 1957 he was named 
a delegate to the U.N. General 
Assembly. 

“I visited Africa as a mem- 
ber of Congress,’’ Carnahan re- 
lated. “‘I became very interested 
in the country’s fast development 
and potential.” 

When he was informed that 
he had been selected for an am- 
bassadorship and approved by 
Congress, he asked to be sent 
to Sierra Leone. “It was a new 
country, just coming into inde- 
pendence,’ and I was impressed 
by the care and deliberation with 
which the country approached 
independence. I felt the assign- 
ment would be challenging,” he 
said. 

Sierra. Leone, Carnahan 
agrees, is one of those countries 


people seem to remember hav- 


ing heard about, but they have 
to check the atlas to find it. It 
is bordered by the Republics of 
Guinea and Liberia. It has a 
land area of 27,295 square miles 
and a population of 2,500,000, a 
little more than half that of Mis- 
souri. Its resources run the 
gamut — from bare subsistence 
farming to diamonds. 

The country got is name from 
a Portugese adventurer and ex- 
plorer who sailed into its har- 
bor some 30 years before Colum- 
bus discovered America. Ac- 
cording to a legend, he arrived 
at the height of'a violent thun- 
derstorm. Hearing the roaring 
thunder as it reverberated over 
the mountains, accompanied by 
brilliant lightning, he named the 
place Lion Mountains, Sierra 
Leone. Later the country be- 
came a British colony, oldest in 
Africa next to Gambia. 

On the day +fter he arrived, 
the ambassador presented his 
credentials to the acting Gov- 
ernor-General, Chief Justice 
Benka-Coker. “This,” said Car- 
nahan, “was an _ important 
moment and a thrilling one io 
me. I was the first American 
Ambassador to Sierra Leone, 
and he was the first African 
ever to hold this high post.’ 

The American embassy, while 
not pretentious is ‘‘adequate,”’ 
Carnahan said. It is a house of 
concrete block, painted white, 
and rented from its owner, a citi- 
zen Of Freetown. It is a two- 
story house with large dining 
and living space, and three bed- 
rooms. 

“The servants are all men.’ 
he related. “In Sierra Leone ‘n 
housework, even waiting on 
tables, is done by men. 

“The cook can prepare some 
American dishes, and Mrs. 
Carnahan has taught him some 
more. They have a good time 
in the kitchen. She has taught 
him how to make apple pie, and 
now he makes a very good ap- 
ple pie.” 

But the Carnahans have be- 
come fond of many native 
dishes, the thief one being jolif, 
rice cooked with a meat sauce. 
The cook has also taught Mrs. 
Carnahan to make another popu- 
lar native dish, ground nut stew. 
It utilizes the two chief agricul- 
tural products of Sierra Leone, 
peanuts and rice. It tastes bet- 
ter than it sounds, Carnahan 
said, 

The country depends chiefly on 
agriculture of a bare subsistence

type, he continued. Farmers 
raise mostly rice and what they 
don’t eat they exchange for 
other commodities. 


In 1930 diamonds were dis- 
covered in a section of Sierra 
Leone and many farmers 
started leaving their lands to 
mine for diamonds. In some 
cases only old men, women 
and children were left in the 
villages, and production of rice 
declined alarmingly. 

In recent years diamond 
mining has béen controlled by 
the Government, and most 
large-scale mining is done by 
the Sierra Leone Selection 
Trust, which holds concession 
from the Government. 


However, the Government still 
licenses individuals and small 
producers, some having only 
half an acre. Diamonds worth 
$70,000,000 have been sent out 
of the country in the last 10 
years. “‘It’s one of the biggest 
things in the country,’ Carnahan 
said. But it has not been an un- 
mixed blessing. Smuggling, 
lawlessness and corruption came 
with the diamond business, until 
the Government took control and 
set up diamond purchasing 
agencies which evaluate dia- 
monds and purchase them for as 
much as they would bring else- 
where. This has almost elimi- 
nated smuggling, Carnahan said, 
and has done much to stabilize 
the business. 

The Goverment of Sierra 
Leone, Carnahan explained, is a 
constitutional monarchy, pat- 
terned after the British parlia- 
mentary system. There is @ 
House of Representatives, but 
no upper house. The leader of 
the party gaining the most seats 
in the House automatically be- 
comes Prime Minister. 

Sir Milton Margai is a quiet 
but able Prime Minister, Carna- 
han said, who has successfully 
led his party and his people to 
independence. He started the 
Sierra Leone Peoples’ Party in 
1951. In the 1957 election the 
party gained control of the 
House and Sir Milton became 
Premier, responsible to her ma- 
jesty’s Governor. With inde- 
pendence, this spring, he became 
Prime Minister. He is a physi- 
cian by profession and was the 
first Sierra Leonean to earn a 
medical degree. 

During his first months in 
Sierra Leone, Ambassador Car- 
nahan took several trips into the 
interior. The first was to Bo, 
a town of about 20,000 population, 
some 135 miles inland. The trip 
was made on the country’s nar- 
row-gauge railroad. The trip 
took 10 hours. 


Chiefs in the villages along the 
way had been alerted, and at 
every stop the chief and his 
retinue were on hand for official 
greetings. 

In Freetown nearly everybody 
wears Western-type dress, Carna- 
han explained, but in the rest 
of the country mostly everyone, 
men and women alike, wear 
colorful, flowing robes. 


English is the official language | 
in Freetown, and almost every- | 


body speaks it. In the rest of | 
the country tribal languages are 
spoken. There are two major 
tribes, the Mende and Temme 


tribes, and about 15 smaller ones. | 


The nearest thing to English 
these people speak is a patois 
known as “creole,” which is 


“something like pidgin-English, ° 


yet not the same thing,”’ Carna- 
han said. 

“It's a sort of corrupted 
English which you have to hear 
and practice before you can 


understand it,’’ he explained. ‘But 


I’m beginning to understand it.” 
To give an example, not long 


after he arrived, the Ambassador 
was a guest on a monkey hunt. 
But they found no monkeys. 
“The natives explained that the 
monkeys ‘done go walka’”’ Car- 
nahan said. ‘‘That meant the 
monkeys had journeyed, or walk- 
ed, elsewhere. ff a man is taller, 
a native will describe him as 
‘small bigger above me’ which 
means he is a little taller.’’ 

Most people travel from place 
to place in rather ancient buses, 
which are known as “mammy 
wagons.”” They adhere to no 
schedules. ‘‘You just get out on 
the road and wait, and pretty 
soon one will come along,” he 
related. 


Missionaries, from England 
and the United States, have 
been at work in Sierra Leone 
for nearly 100 years. Their 
major contribution, said Car- 
nahan, has been in the field of 
education. Many Sierra Leone 
Government officials, business 
and professional men were 
educated at American mission- 
ary schools. Some, like Dr. 
Karefa-Smart, Minister of Ex- 
ternal Affairs, were sent on 
scholarships to the United 
States. 


The only drawback to the 
climate is the rainy season, 
which starts in April and lasts 
until October, and during which 
about 180 inches of rain can be 
expected. But the people are 
used to it, and life goes on as 
usual, 


‘But despite its natural beauty 
the mountains, the foliage, the 
gleaming sandy beaches that 
remind you of Florida—tiving in 
Sierra Leone is not without its 
hazards,’’ Carnahan pointed out. 

It is particularly necessary to 
take precautions against malaria. 
However, this disease is being 
effectively reduced, thanks to 
educational programs. But drink- 
ing water must be boiled, and 
uncooked vegetables, particularly 
lettuce and greens, must be 
thoroughly washed and then 
soaked in a solution of potassium 
permanganate before they are 
safe to eat. 

“This,”” the Ambassador ex- 
plained with a smile, prevents 
what the natives call ‘stomach 
palaver.’’’ There is an abun- 
dance of excellent citrus fruits, 
bananas and delicious fresh pine- 
apples. Meat, especially beef and 
poultry, are in reasonable sup- 
ply. ‘You can buy imported 
frozen and canned meats,” he 

explained, ‘‘but they’re pretty 
expensive by our standards.” 

The people of Sierra Leone 
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AMBASSADOR A. S. J. CARNAHAN 


are very friendly toward the 
United States, Carnahan found. 
It’s true, he acknowledged, 
that they get some of their 
ideas about us from the movies 
—there are two movie hov-s 
in Freetown — and the Sierra 
Leonean youngsters are mad 
about cowboys and Indians. 


There is no television. There 


is one radio system, Government 
owned and operated like the 
BBC in England. “There are no 
commercials,’ Carnahan said, 
‘but we get snowed under by 
commercials from the stations 
in Liberia.’”’ The radio fare is 
quite civilized, much of it ema- 
nating from the Voice 
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America. 

‘‘My impressions 
Leone at this point,’’ said the 
ambassador; ‘‘are indeed favor- 
able. The British have done an 
excellent job in training the peo- 
ple in self-government, and Sir 
Milton Margai heads a politically 
stable regime. Like all newly 
emerging countries, particularly 


of Sierra 
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the small ones, the problems are 
largely economic. And for Sierra 
Leone to reach economic viabili- 
ty will take time, help from the 
more developed countries, tech- 
nical assistance and patience. 

‘‘However, they are strongly 
devoted to the concept of democ- 
racy and self-determination. I 
have great hopes.”’

DEAR DR. MOLNER: Please give some information about 
the cause of “heartburn” or ‘‘regurgitation of the esophagus,” 


and suggest helpful solutions. MRS. P.D. 
Just about any disorder of the gullet can cause 


3 «eam regurgitation — that is, 
“2 food and juices of the 
stomach being forced 
back upward into the 
esophagus. So - called 
*theartburn” is usually 
due to this: The con- 
tents, while not irritat- 
ing to the stomach, 
which is designed by 
nature to handle the 
juices, can irritate or 
— sting the lining of the 

y Yay esophagus, which is 
’ DR. MOLNER not intended to come 

in contact with them. 

The first essential in tracking down the cause of 
regurgitation is to get a good medical “history.”’ Of 
course, this is the primary step in treatment of any 
sort, but it is even more important in this sort of 
problem. The time and frequency of attacks often 
gives a valuable clue to the cause. 

The next step is an X-ray. Regurgitation often is the 
result of sheer nervousness. In such a case, the X-ray won't 
show anything except a normal esophagus and related organs. 

On the other hand, there are various physical possibilities: 
A diverticulum, or buige in the esophagus; stricture from 
some previous inflammation or irritants; a growth of some 
sort, including cancer. Or there may be some disorder at the 
lower end of the esophagus involving the nerve control at the 
point of entrance to the stomach—this is a distinction from 
sheer nervousness. 

Thus the only “helpful solutions” I can suggest have to 
start with finding out what is causing the trouble. Once that 
has been done, and if anything serious is wrong, then what- 
ever treatment is to be given becomes apparent. It may be 
relatively simple, or it may be complicated. There’s no way 
to guess in advance. 

But where nervous tension proves to be the cause, 
some change in living and thinking habits is in order. 
Dependent on judging the individual case, some moder- 
ate sedation for a time may be helpful. 

And, last of all but hardly the least likely aspect 
is this: Sometimes finding out definitely that the 
regurgitation is in response to nerves goes a long way 
to ending the trouble. That is, putting an end to the 
vague, constant anxiety, Believe me, that’s important!

WE GOT a request the other 
day for a recipe for apple cider 


recipes, at the same time as- 
suring us they want it only for 
Christmas, weddings and birth- 
days, we might even go for a 
little grape wine. 

' But to give you an idea what 
we mean when we say it’s get- 
ting out of hand, here’s a recipe 
one of our readers sent in the 
other day for what he calls 
“peach cider’: 

“Fill up two 50-gallon barrels 
with windfall peaches. Mash 
them and stir them every day for 
one week. Keep them covered. 
with a cheese cloth and the pits 
and other foreign matter will rise 
to the top. Skim this off and 
strain the liquid and return to 
washed barrels. 


“‘Add 100 pounds of sugar, stir 
it in, cover it and let it work. 
After about six weeks it will get 
hard. About 15 per cent. It will 
be bitter to the taste, so get 
yourself a five-gallon still, which 
you're going to need to distill 
battery water anyway, and use 
it to distill the cider. After the 
first distilling it will be about 20 
per cent. The second time 90 per 
cent. I don’t recommend the 
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wine. We think the reader must 
be thinking of applejack, which 
is something we don’t know any- 
thing about. Making it, that is. 

As a matter of fact these wine 
and brandy recipes are getting 
a little out of hand. Now we 
don't mind a touch of dandelion 
wine and maybe a little elder- 


third time, but if you don’t know 
what you’re doing you will get 
about the same results you would 
from a small atom bomb.” 

““MEANWHILE, back in the 
kitchen—we have an answer for 
the reader who wants to know 
how to make in pie in 
which the pumpkin and custard 
are separate, the custard on the 


bottom. 


Mrs, C. R. Steurzenberger of 
Flora, Ill., writes that she 


thought she was having failures 
when her pies started separat- 
ing. But as it turned out, the 
whole family liked them better 
that way. And they really are 


‘delicious, she adds. 


Make a regular pumpkin pie 
recipe, using canned milk which 
uses vegetable oil instead of 
butterfat. The secret, she says, 
seems to be in the canned milk. 
She gets the same results, she 
says, when she uses condensed 
milk crystals, That’s all there 
is to it. 


While on the subject of pie, 
here’s a wife who will go to any 
lengths to please her husband. 
“My husband,” she says, “was 
served a piece of Dutch apple 
pie in a restaurant (he forgot 
which one) and I’ve heard noth- 
ing else since except how good 
it was. I can’t find a recipe. 
He says it has a crumbling 
crust and white icing on top.’ 

We have an idea this is what 
the old boy ate. Try it, and if 
it isn’t, let us know and we'll 
seek further: 


First make a crust and roll 
it to fit a pie plate, about 13 
inches around, Then peel and 
core three pounds of Jonathan 
or Winesap apples and slice 
them in sections. Combine the 
apples with a cup of granulated 
sugar and half a cup of hot 
water, in a large skillet. Cover 
and cook slowly until the apples 
are tender, turning often. This 
will take 10 or 15 minutes. Don’t 
cook them too soft. 


Let them cool, and then pour 
them into the uncooked pie 


crust that has been 
with three tablespoons of 


minutes. Then put on the streu- 
sel topping, which is 
this: 

Combine six tablespoons of 


flour, half a cup of broken pe- 
cans and half a cup of granu- 
lated sugar. Blend it all together 
with a pie blender until crumb- 
ly. Then put it in the refrigera- 
tor until it’s ready to be used. 

Okay, the pie is out of the 
oven and it’s ready to be used, 
Spread the mixture over the pie. 
Put the pie back in the oven for 
15 to 20 minutes, and serve it up. 

This may not be the same pie 
he had in the restaurant, but 
the odds are it will make him 
forget all about it.
